LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  October  11  states  as  follows: 

"Although  demand  for  cotton  continued  very  active  this  week  in  the 
various  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers,  the  volume  of  business 
actually  put  through  was  not  nearly  as  great  as  might  have  been 
expected  from  the  combination  of  a  lively  demand  and  an  ample  supply 
of  cotton. 

"The  reason  is  found  in  the  price  situation.    Basis  quotations  on  the 
more  active  lengths  are  stiff er  this  week  than  they  were  last,  and  at 
£0  to  30  points  above  what  they  were  two  or  three  weeks  ago.    Mil  men, 
having  in  mind  the  sharp  increase  in  the  cotton  crop  estimates,  the 
new  ,/ar  scar^  in  Europe  and  other  price-depressing  developments,  are 
vigorously  resisting  this  upward  trend  in  quotations.     Many  are  refusing 
to  follow  the  market  up,  even  though  they  really  want  to  buy,  and  are 
willing  to  pay  the  same  basis  as  last  week  or  the  week  before.

"More  interest  is  reported  in  Pima  cotton  this  week,  but  current 
quotations  appear  to  be  higher  than  mills  are  prepared  to  go  as  yet. 
Number  twos  are  offered  out  of  the  new  crop  at  29  cents  and  number  ones 
at  30  to  30g  cents,  but  sales  have  not  been  many  at  those  figures. 

"Current  quotations  on  October-November-Iecember  shipment  cotton, 
classed  on  Government  standards  and  based  on  December  futures,  F.O.B. 
Now  Bedford,  are  given  herewith  for  strict  low  middling,  for  middling 
and  for  strict  low  middling,  respectively:
